Ogden. Utah, Sept. 5.—Tho Democratic 
State convention met this morning* ane 
after the appointment of committees nnd 
transaction of routine business, adjourn 
ed until afternoon, when a permanent or- 
canlr.ntlon was effected with Judge O. W 
iiowera as chairman. Tho salient points 
of tho platfomi adopted were declara- 
tion* In favor of tho absolute separation 
Of-ohvn h and BtAlC "nil 'ho free nnd tin 
limited colnobar-of silver at a ratio of 
16 to 1. and the granting of the franchise 
to women as provided for In the const! 
tutlon. Nominations were then In order 
*nd Richard W. Younfc of Salt Ixike, S 
E. Thurman of Provo and Thomas JIa 
loney-of Ogden were chosen as candl 
dates for the Supreme Court. The con- 
vention decided by an almost unanlmou 
vote to nominate two candidates to tho 
United States Senate, and ex-Delegate 
T. L R».wllns of Salt Lake <-,nd Hon. 
Closes Thatcher of Logan, were chosen 
without opposition. Quite a fight wax An- 
ticipated over the nomination for Con- 
gressman, Judge King of Provo and Hon. 
B. H. Roberts each having supporters. 
Judge King withdrew, however, before 
tho nomination was reached, leaving 
Roberts a clear field, and he was chosen 
by acclamation.

NO SUGAR BOUNTY. 


Advene Decision by the Comptroller rf 


the Trcatury. 


Washington, Sept. S.—me long expect- 


ed nnd much anticipated decision of Mr 
R. R. Bowler, comptroller of the treasury 
In the sugar bounty cases was made pub- 
lic this afternoon. 


•ihe comptroller refers the whole matter 


to tho Court of Claims for adjucatlon. 
The particular case decided was the claim 
of the Oxnard Beet Sugar company of 
Nebraska, for the payment of a portion 
of the sugar bounty appropriated In the 
.sundry civil bill passed by the last Con- 
gress. The amount Involved in this ca-so 
was ?I1.7S2.W, being the first claim al- 
lowed- by the commissioner of internal 
revenue under an appropriation of $£K.- 
000 to pay the producers of beet, sorghum 
<rr cane sugar previous, to the 28th of Au- 
gust, ISM. when the sugar bounty pro- 
visions of the McKlnlcy law were repeal- 
ed. But Ihb decision, of course. Involves 
the constitutionality of all sugar boun-. 
tics. 


The comptroller first asserts his juris- 


diction over the matter nnd his right *.o 
refuse payment of these bounties on the 
ground of the unconstltutlonality of the 
appropriation. He quotes the eleclsion of 
tho Court of Appeals of the District of 
Columbia In a case brought before- them 
by the Miles Plant Manufacturing com- 
pany of Louisiana for the mandamus :o 
compel tfic Secretary of the Treasury and 
the commissioner of Internal revenue to 
Toy the susar bounty provided by the 
McKlnley law. and 
holds In substance 


that that tourt haUng decided all such 
bounties to bo unconstitutional. Its de- 
cision was one of which ho was bound to 
tako cognizance. 
. 
'• ' " 
'This brings up. therefore, for consid- 


eration the question whether the comp- 
troller has nny power or authority under 
any circumstances whatever to question 
Ihe constitutionality of n statute passed 
by CouKiess with all tho legal formali- 
ties." 


He quotes many decisions on this point 


nnd says: "From all these cases tho con- 
clusion Is Irresistible that H Is the eluty 
of the executive offices to olroy the Inw; 
that the constitution ,1s supremo and so 
are tho statutes passed In pursuance 
hereof: that statutes which do not con; 
'oiui to the constitution arc nqt law nnd 
hereforc when n statute l.s In npparcnt 
conflict with the constitution It becomes 
the duty of tho executive office to de- 
ermine for himself the constitutionality 
of the statute,'

l/omlon. Sept. .-..— A Parl» dispatch fur- 


nished to The Globe by a news agency 
says that a hold attempt was made to-day 
to explode a bomb In Rothschild's bank 
In the Rue l^iKltte. While the business 
of the day was at Its height a man walk- 
ed Into the bank carrying under his arm 
a bomb to which was attached u lighted 
fuse, One of the detectives employed In 
the hattk was standing near, and spranc 
upon the man. seized the bomb and ex- 
tinguished the f.iso In time to prevent an 
explosion^ 
-Ine would-be »iomb thrower 


was arrcsjed'.-ind taken to the police .sta- 
tion. 


This attempt to blow up the Roth- 


schild's banking establishment taken In 
connection with the recent sending of an 
Infernal machine through the malls to 
the office of Haron Alphonse de Roth- 
schild signifies a peu-lstcnt purpose on 
the part of the anarchistic element to In- 
flict Injury upon the heads and employes 
of the Rothschild's hojas«. 


It will he remembered that Karon de 


ilothschtld's secretary. Of. Jacobowsky 
na.s terribly Injured by the explosion of 
the Infernal machine sent to his employ- 
er s office while attempting to onon th« 
parcel In thv ub-eiice of Uaro.-i de Roth- 
achlld. 


The man whcr was arrested while at- 


te,mpting to explode a bomb In the Hoth- 
schlld's bank was taken to the police sta- 
tion In Rue de Provence. .He Is about 'J.% 
jear.s old.

'The bomb was a prlmltlxe sort of af- 
lair. made of a tin that had contained 
coca. The top was tied on with ,1 piece 
of wire and a hole had been punched 
through it. The contents are not known. 
The bomb was taken to the municipal 
labratory. where the contents will be an- 
Mined. 


M. Puybaraud. the police official who 


examined the prlroner. was struck In 
his resemblance to tho Anarchist PaweK 
who was recently killed by the extiloslori 
of n tKimb he was carrying with tht> In- 
tentlou of causing an explosion In the 
Church of the Madeline. He said he 
would not be surprised to Uarn that 
Pawcls «nd the prisoner were brothers. 
The prlsorer Is of medium height. His 


face Is pale, and he has an abnormally 
developed forehead 
He i« close, shaven 


excent a short moustache. 
It Is sup- 


posed that the prisoner is a barber, a 
razor, brush and soap-box being found 
In his pockets. Immediately after the 
denutv seized him. ho drew the rnror and

Going Into the question of the earnings 


of the nssoclallon, It was Known that aft- 
er setting aside the fixed dividends on 
paid-up and deposit Block n* prescribed in 
tho by-laws, ranging from 4 to 7 per 
cent., a sufficient earning remains to" al- 
low a dividend on the net ilues on In- 
atallment stock, 
of upwards of 'M per 


cent, per annum 


Attention was called to the «ann re- 


.ception by the pul>llc of the deposit stovk 
of the association, %%'lth the safeguards 
thrown about savlncs and loan associa- 
tions by the law. It was shown th.it they 
provide every convenience of .1 saving 
bank, with as great or Kreater safety. 


The educational Influence of the asso- 


ciation was shown In tho fact that 20 per 
cent, of the Installment members and GO 
per cent, of the holders of deposit stock 
are children and young boys. Tho loans 
of the association were reported as well 
secured on Improved real estate, and not 
avcraslns much over 30 per cent, of the 
actual value of tho properties 'securing 
them. 
In several cases money had been bor- 


rowed for building, and the loans are be- 
1ns repaid nt a less cost than tho rent o' 
the buildings. 
Following the report of the secretary. 


Col. E. T. Ensign, treasurer of the asso- 
ciation, made hl.i report of receipts olid 
disbursements, by months, covcrlnc the 
various funds. 
Rev. James B. Gregg then addressed the 


meeting on tho moral aspects of the 
work of the association. Dr. GrcsS em- 
phasized the necessity of saving as a 
means of education In self-denial and 
character building, entirely aside from 
tne money saved.

It 
Is desired by many to Introduce this sys- 
tem In the schools of Colorado Spring 
and vicinity, the saving stomps to be 
placed on sMe In all the rooms onco a 
week. 
Mr. waiter C. Frast fittve an account of 


the success of an Institution on the same 
lines of the Assurance Savings and Loan 
association, which ho assisted to fonn In 
Boston ycais ago. At Its first semi-an- 
nual meeting this Institution had a small- 
er audience than that gathered last night, 
and showed only two loans made, and yet 
at the present time It has over two and a 
Jialf million dollars of assets. He also 
explained fully the simplicity of such or- 
ganisations, and their gieat safety. On 
motion of Mr. Frost, at tho suKi*est!on of 
Col Ensli.ii, the following committee was 
elected by~ the stockholders to examine 
the accounts.and loans of tho assoclatldn:

marks commendatory at the association,

Blspham gave nn Interesting Instance of 
the rapid growth of savings In an Insti- 
tution of which he was nn otflrcr. Brief 
remarks \werc also made hy Mr. W. A. 
Scott, and the meeting then adjourned.
